RUSH TO FINISH 
TOMORROW NIGHT 


Delegates to the fifteenth Republican 
convention, frankly tired and eager to 
return to their homes, today prepared 
‘for decisive action at the Coliseum aft- 
er three days of skirmish firing  be- 
tween the .Taft and Roosevelt forces 
that has resulted in nothing tangible 
but delay. 

The fourth dar ot the conventior 
opened with President Taft a strong 
favorite for renomination, possibility of 
a third candidate as second choice in 
the betting, and Col. Roosevelt appar- 
ently out of the race as far as this 
“pafticular convention is concerned. 

Ordinarily in Republican national com- 
vention procedure, a candidate for Pres- 
ident would have been nominated yes- 
terday, the third day, and the only busi- 
ness remaining for the convention today 
would be the selection of a Vice-Presi- 
cential candidate and adjournment. 

Now, as the program runs, the report 





of the Credentials Committee may re-} 


quire a vote by individual delegates, the 
report of the Committee on Rules may 
provoke extended debate, and the sub- 
ject of a platform may take half a day 
for discussion on the floor. 

If the convention actually gets down 
to the point of nominations this week it 
will be late Saturday unless there is a 
decision to adjourn the sessions of the 
convention to next week.

gserted that the President already was 
assured of a majority of 16 or: 18 
votes when the roll call on the presi- 
dential nomination comes, William 
Barneg Jr., of New York, declared 


that he knew positively that the 
President would have at least ten 
rotes over the necessary number to 
neminate, and that he expected this 
majority would be increased by six 
or more votes. 

There was much conjecture this 
morning as to the exact number of 
delegates that Col, Roosevelt could 
depend on to stay with him through 
any sort of a move that the former 
president might decide upon. Outside 
of Galifornia, Pennsylvania and pos- 
sibly Kansas, it was predicted that 
Col. Roosevelt would get compara- 
tively little support among delegates 
on any proposition’ that might com- 
promise the “regularity” of the men 
who followed him. 

For, in the last analysis, the Roose- 
velt followers plainly demonstrated 
that they were willing to do almost 
anything for Col. Roosevelt, except, 
as it is known in racing parlance, “go 
the route.” When it comes right 
down to the point of burning all 
their bridges behind them and tak- 
ing chances in a dead open-and-shut 
game of win or lose, there was a 
scurrying to get from under and the 
Colosel left behind holding the baz. 

Gov. Herbert S. Hadley of Missouri, 
Gov. Charles 8. Deneen of Illinois and 
Senator Borah of Idaho served notice 
that they would not join in a third 
party movement or in a bolt from the 
regular convention. Other leaders of 
equal prominence did likewise. 

Many were inclined to think that the 
plan of “passive resistance” mapped out 
by tL. Roosevelt managers would be dis- 
carded before it had been placed in fair 
working order. According to this plan 
the Roosevelt delegates were not to vote 
on motions connected with the work and 
organization of the convention but were 
to place Col. Roosevelt’s name in nomi- 
nation. 

Also if a candidate is nominated with 
the votes of the alleged ‘“fraudulent’”’ 
delegates, it was announced that the 
Roosevelt forces would call a convention 
iz Chicago for the first week in August, 
to which all progressives will be invited 
and at which time it is expected that 
Col. Roosevelt will be nominated for the 
presidency.

CHICAGO, June 21.—After an all-night 
gession, the Credentials Committee of 
the Republican national convention had 
at 2 p. m. today acted on only % of the 
72 contested seats considered vital by 
Goy.

Roosevelt from the Eleventh, 

In Louisiana the Taft delegates were 
seated in the Fourth and Fifth Dis- 
tricts.

“mittee, sald no report would be present- 
ed to the convention until the last con- 
test had been decided, If the Roosevelt 
men, he said, demanded a roll call on 
every contest, the committee could not 
finish its work before Saturday night 
and the report would not be presented 
to the convention before Monday.

Francis J, Heney of California, 
Ralph A. Marris of Kansas, E. C. Car- 
rington of Marylani, R. R. McCor- 
mick of Illinois and John J. Sullivan 
of Ohio, all Roosevelt adherents, were 
absent when the California vote was 
taken. 

Daylight found the Credentials Com- 
mittee room and hallways in the Coll- 
seum Annex partly filled with sleeping 
or nodding committee members and con- 
testing delegates. More than 40 of the 
62 members stuck te the owrk through- 
out the night while delegations waiting 
to be heard dropped to sleep in the hall- 
ways. 

The committee worked far into the 
morning over the Indiana contests. Be- 
ginning before midnight on the contests 
for delegates-at-large, where former 
Senators Beveridge and Hemenway were 
pitted against each other, the Indiana 
contests were not concluded until 4915 
a.m. Senator Beveridge and his asse- 
ciate Roosevelt contestants were defeat- 
ed, 34 to 11.

Notwithstanding the fact 
that the Roosevelt members of the Na- 
tion Committee had voted last week to 
seat the Taft delegates, virtually all the 
Roosevelt men in the Credentials Com- 
mittee this morning voted against them. 

Fight in Thirteenth Fails. 

In the Thirteenth Indiana District, 
wn.ch was included in the lst of con- 
tests which Col. Roosevelt said had been 
unfairly decided against him by the Na- 
tional Committee, Senator Beveridge 
again appeared as counsel. The Taft 
delegates, Clement Studebaker and Mau- 
rice Fox, were seated by the Credentials 
Committee. A motion to seat the Roose- 
velt delegates was defeated, 27 to 18. 

As the morning advanced efforts were 
made to stop the limitiess argument 
that had characterised the Alabama and 
Arizona contests. Roosevelt members 
objected to the shortening of the time 
limit, but agreed to help in enforcing 
the existing rules.

CHICAGO, June 21.—There will be 
no compromise eandidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for President if 
Col. Roosevelt can prevent it. In 
spite of the certainty of his own de- 
feat, the Colonel is determined that 
his followers shall enter into no 
agreement with the conservative 
forces. The conservatives have abso- 
lute control of the convention. They 
can nominate President Taft if they 
want to, they say, but they would 
prefer to go to some other candi- 
date, 

In conference with Gov. Hadley of 
Missouri, Stubbs of Kansas, Deneen 
of Illinois and other of his chiefs, 
Col. Rooseevit emphasized his views 
on the presidential situation. His ul- 
timatum on the question of a possi- 
ble compromise is said to have been 
expressed in the most. vigorous lan- 
guage. 

The Colonel has made no secret of 
his opposition to the MHadley-for- 
President movement. 

Sarcastic About Outbreak. 

He referred sarcastically to the tre- 
mendous ovation received by Gov. Had- 
ley in Convention Hall Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. “They have taken you to the 
top of the mountain,” the Colonel] is 
reported to have said to Hadley, “and 
shown you the promised land.” 

he Missouri Governor answered that 
the “promised land’ would be a Roose- 
velt victory.

“I believe’ in putting this indictment 
of fraud up to the convention: in every 
manner, shape and form and forcing the 
convention and every delegate in the 
convention tO go on record,” he said. 
“But I do not believe that anything 
would be accomplished by going fur- 
ther. I do not think a walk-out would 
be advisable.”’ 


Col, Rooseveit is said to have argued 
with Gov. Hadley that a convention 
controlled by .alleged fraudulent votes 
was not a legal convention and the pro- 
gressive Republicans could afford to re- 
pudiate it. In subsequent conference 
with Gov. Hadley, Col. Roosevelt laid 
stress on the bolt talk. but received no 
encouragement trom the Missouri ex- 
ecutive. In fact, the word was passed 
te the Missouri delegates that a walk- 
cut could be prevented if cool heads pre- 
vailed. 


Wins Deneen and Stubbs, 

Gifford Pinchot, Francis J. Heney and 
one or two others were specially urgent 
on the subject of a bolt. They tried 
to persuade Hadley to join them, but 
he refused. The pressure of the Roose- 
velt forces was applied again and’ again 
to the young Missouri Governor, but to 
no purpose. Hadley continued to insist 
that the Republican family quarrel must 
be settled inside the family. Gradually 
he won over Gov. Deneen of Illinois and 
then Gov. Stubbs of Kansas, one of the 
most radical of the Roosevelt lieuten- 
ants. 


Gov. Hadley denies there was a 
quarrel between himself and Col. 
Roosevelt as a result of his refusal 
to join an insurrectionary movement. 
He says he has discussed methods and 
plans of the Roosevelt forces with Col. 
2oosevelt. and the interchange of 
views with the Colonel has not re- 
sulted in the slightest suggestion of 
a rupture. 

It is pointed out that Gov. Hadley 
has been in daily conference with the 
Colonel and that he has had more to 
do with putting a check on the pro- 
posed Roosevelt bolt than any other 
man. It was the Hadley argument 
which is said to have finally con- 
vineed Col. Roosevelt the walk-out 
would be unsuccessful and inadvisable 
at this time. 

In consequence of taking a firm 
stand for regularity, Gov. Hadley has 
made friends on both sides, but par- 
ticularly in the ranks of the New 
York delegation. The Taft forces re- 
alize Hadley’s strength and are 
fighting shy of it. The New Yorkers 
are ready to go to Taft on the first 
ballot, but after that, if no nomina-

» AM not now passing on the merits 
| of the decisions rendered, neither 
am I indorsing the parliamentary 
methods employed, but I congratulate 
the Republican party on the splendid 
proof it has given of the ability of a 
large number of people, intensely in 
earnest, to discuss their differences 
calmly and séttle the questions involved 
without recourse to violence.

Roosevelt Facing 


Crisis of Career. 


R, ROOSEVELT is apparently 
VI facing the crisis in his polit- 
ical career. Bolting is easy 
where one is not a candidate, but it is 
a more difficult thing where follow- 
ers are necessary. If Mr. Roosevelt 
could take his delegates with him, he 
could organize a convention that 
would represent a majority of the Re- 
publican vote of the country, but he 
cannot do so. A considerable number 
of his delegates will not bolt, and his 
convention, therefore, would not carry 
with it the moral force that goes with 
the majority. He cannot tell until the 
split comes exactly how many will 
walk out, for some are unwilling to 
decide the question until the. time ar- 
riveg for action. er 
If the ex-President’s. followers bolt 
and nominate him, he cannot tell 
whether to accept or not until after 
the regular convention acts, and even 
then he would likely be influenced by 
the action of the Democratic National 
convention. He may be put in the at- 
titude, therefore, of refusing to lead a 
[bolt after he has encouraged it. If the 
Democrats are guilty of the criminal 
folly of nominating a reactionary they 
will supply Mr. Roosevelt with the 
one thing needful in case he becomes 
nn independent candidate—namely, an 
issue, and with two reactionaries run- 
ning for President, he might win, and 
thus intrench himself in power. This 
convention, therefore, may exert a 
powerful influence on the Baltimore 
convention.

LA FOLLETTE ‘HARD-SHELL’ 


Discovers ‘‘Soft-Shell” Progres- 
sives Do Not Know How 
to Take Defeat. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—‘‘President 
Taft is sure of the nomination and sees 
noe reason for a compromise candidate,” 
paid one of three Cabinet officers who 
Saw the President today. ‘As a matter 


of fact, this fight must be made on the 
record of the President for the last three 
years, and the party would be weakened 
by naming a compromise man. The 
President realizes this and will fight to 
@ finish. 

“The President is confident; he was 
never more so. He is cool, caine and de- 
t-rmined.”’ 

The backbone of the President is stif- 
fer today than it has been since the 
campaign opened. Tne entire White 
House force is smiling. The report that 
Col. Rocsevelt had decided to form a 
new party loosened the tension and 
brought relief. 

President Taft became .thoroughly 
aroused over a message, received from 
a confidential source, that the entire 
Massachusetts delegation, Senator Crane 
included, had agreed to drop him and 
take up a compromise candidate. This 
story, coming the way -t did, bore the 
earmarks of truth. On receipt of the 
message at the White House things be- 
gan to hum. Soon the President had 
Senator Crane on the telephone asking 
him about the story. Crane said the 
report was a fake. 

Again today the White House denied 
that the President has ever contem- 
plated giving up and offering to get out 
of the race if Col. Roosevelt would. 

“There,is nothing in the rumor,” said 
a Cabinet member. 

Senator Robert M. La Follette, self- 
styled “‘hard-shelled progressive,’’ is en- 
joying the Tate totes te ce He 
keeps tab on the progress of the con- 
vention from his home on Wyoming 
avenue.

TWO NEW PLAGUE CASES 





San Juan Takes Extreme Meas- 


ures to Check Disease. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, June 21.—The 
health authorities of San Juan report 
two additional cases of bubonic plague, 
but no further deaths. The Federal and 
insular officials and citizens are taking 
extreme precautionary measures to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease. Pack- 
ages and freight are not permitted to 
be taken outside the municipality. of 
San Juan. 

Thousands of rats have been killed, 
the Government paying a bounty of 5 
cents each, and all stray dogs and cats 
have been ordered destroyed.

Gives Signal to Officers When 
Bandits Masked With ’Possum 
Hides Start Away With Cash. 


KILLED, 3 CAPTURED 


Alleged Informer Also Fatally 
Shot by Father of Dead Out- 
law and Neighbor. 


MAMMOTH SPRINGS, Ark., June 21. 
—Mrs. Sudie Wood, 26 years old, as- 
Sistant cashier of the Citizen’s Ban 
of Mammoth Springs, is hailed today 


&& the heroine of yesterday’s sensationah 
robbery of the bank,-when one bandit 
was killed, three were captured and two 
citizeas were wounded in the fusillade 
following Mrs. Wood's signal to the 
officers that it was time for them ‘o 
take action. 

The raid on the bank was organize1 
by five young men living in the out- 
skirts of the town. They chose the 
noon hour for the robbery, on the 
theory that practically all the men in 
town would be indoors at dinner. How- 
ever, the Intended robbery had been 
tipped off to the authorities, and Sherlff 
Caruthers with several deputies secret- 
«3d himself in the bank vault to await 
the attempt. 

Three men wearing masks of ’possum 
hides entered the bank at the noon 
hour, Mrs. Wood being the only bank 
official present and the only person in 
sight. Two of the robber gang remain- 
ed outside on guard. 

Mrs. Wood Gives Signal. 

The outlaws leveled their revolvers at 
Mrs. Wood, and one of them ordered her 
to gather up all the money in the bank, 
put it into two sacks and give it to him. 
This she did, and the robbers started to 
leave the bank. Mrs. Wood, acting up- 
on a plan prearranged, coolly stepped 
back and threw open the door of the 
vault: This was,the signal for the of- 
ficers to come out and attack the rob- 
bers. 

Sheriff Caruthers and his deputies 
leaped out and began firing. The lead- 
er of the robbers, who proved to be Ben 
Wood, son of a neighborhood physician, 
Cropped the sacks of money, threw up 
his hands, clutched wildly at the atmos- 
phere and fell dead, pierced with many 
bullets. 

Im the meantime many citizens out- 
side, who had been informed of the in- 
tended robbery, began firing at the flee- 
irg outlaws. Some of them fired wildly, 
for Judge J. W. Meek and John Cun- 
ningham, two good citizens, were slight- 
ly wounded. 

Three of the robbers, losing their 
nerve because of the sudden and un- 
expected fusillade, were captured easily. 
The other got away. 

Through all the excitement Mrs. 
Wood displayed pluck unusual in a 
woman under such circumstances, and 
now she is being congratulated by her 
townsmen as a brave little or

The excitement had hardly died down 


when Lee Burrow,:- relative of one of 
the masked men captured in the bank, 
was brought to town, suffering from a 
serious bullet wound in the abdomen. 
Physicians say Burrow will die. 

He declared that Dr. Jones, father 
of the robber who was killed, and How- 
ard Sears, a neighbor, had shot him 
because they believed he had informed 
the Sheriff of the intended robbery.

3 YEARS TRYING: 
TO FORGET WORLD 


Law Partner of Late W. G 
Whitney Long Believed Dead 
by Yale Classmates.

(New York World.) 

LONDON, June 21.—Luther Maynard 
Jones of the Yale Alumni Association 
and once a law partner of the late W. 
C. Whitney of New York, who was 
found in St. Ann’s Home, Streatham 


Hill, South London, a branch of the 
St. Pancras workhouse, had been miss- 
ing about three years and the finding of 
him was the result of a year’s search 
by a lifelong friend, J. R. Quain of 
Ottawa. 

Jones was admitted to the St. Pancras 
Workhouse Aug. 14, 1909, from Rowton 
House, a cheap lodging in the Camden 
town district. He then described him- 
self as “Luther Maynard, born April 
24, 1837, attorney and counselr-at-law, 
United States of America.’’ 

The St. Pancras Workhouse is a big, 
barrack-like institution in the poor quar- 
ter. While there, ‘““Mr. Maynard” en- 
joyed conversation with the chaplain, 
the Rev. J. Ireland, who, like the other 
officials, saw that “Maynard” was an 
educated man. In his confidential talks 
he explained that he desired to be lost 
to the world. 

St. Ann’s Home is a brighter institu- 
tion, where 400 aged and destitute but 
healthy men are maintained at the ex- 
pense of the rate (tax) payers. 

“Maynard” spends his days in read- 
ing and in writing occasionai letters. 
He gets up at 7 o’clock in the morning, 
breakfasts half an hour later, has din- 
ner at noon, supper at 5:30 p. m. and 
goes to bed at 8 o ‘clock. On week days 
he has a few light duties to perform 
in his ward, but no hard work. 

Last month he received @ visit from 
his friend Quain and lately has been 
receiving letters addressed to “*May- 
nard.” He is naturally reticent and 
geems quite content with his present 
position. He never grumbles and is 
well behaved, but easily excited. 


Jones a to Have Introduced Chaun- 
Depew to Society. 


NEW SIAVEN. Conn., June 2L.—Luther 
Maynard Jones was graduated from 
Yale in 1860 and afterwards from the 
Columbia Law School. In college he 
was regarded as one of the brightest 
men in his class and he maintained that 
repuation in later years, being described 
by classmates as “by far the abjesi, 
most promising man in the class of 
68. ’*? 

In his college course he was a high- 
stand man and won the Yale Literasy 

Magazine medal and the De Forest prize 
for oratory, two of the highest literary 
honors in the college, and made the 
Skull and Bones, the first of the senior 
societies. 

After graduation from the Columbia 
Law School he went south with the 
Army of the Potomac and assisted fn 
caring for the wounded soldiers in sev- 
eral field hospitals. Then he went to 
New York and began td practice law. 
It was said by his classmates, Henry 
Siglar, that Jones was the man who 
introduced Chauncey M. Depew to New 
York society. Jones prospered excee1- 
ingly. Fifteen or 16 years ago, about 
the time W. C. Whitney died Jones 
went to Europe. He was heard of for 
a time. Then news stopped suddenly. 
Finally, in 1906, his name appeared in 
the class book of the class of 1660, with 
the ominous remark that nothing had 
been heard from him for 10 years, and 
that it could only de taken for granted 
that he was dead.

Lehmberg Demands Passage by 
Council, but Resolution Is 
Referred to Committee. 





Printed copies of a ruling by President 
Taft in 19% when he was Secretary of 
War are being used by the Terminal 
Railroad Associaton in an effort to pre- 
vent the edoptionkby the Municipal As- 
sembly of a resolution indorsing the ac- 
tion of United States Senator James A.

George Mockler, publicity agent for 
the Terminal, distributed copies of the 
Taft ruling Friday to the members of 
the Railroad Committee of the Council 
in an effort to help the members in their 
deliberations. Mockler spoke to several 
Councilmen before the meeting Tuesday 
and suggested that it might be wise to 
refer the resolution to a committee be- 
fore hasty action was taken. His advice 
was followed, 

In the decision cited by Mockler the 
Secretary of War declared that “at this 
time”’ (1905) he did not consider the War 
Department justified in declaring a for- 
feiture of ¢he Merchants’ Bridge and 
divesting the Terminal of its posses- 
sion. The ruling was made in an action 
filed by Former Attorney-General E. C. 
Crow, asking that the bridge be for- 
feited by the Terminal for violation of 
the congressional charter regarding its 
absorption by any other bridge com- 
pany. 

Passed Quickly in House. 

Mockler was surprised with the spon- 
taneous speed with which the resolution 
was introduced and passed last Friday 
night in the House of Delegates. The

‘petitive sports are a grand thing. 

“The boy who competes in contests of 
this kind learns through the men he 
comes in contract with in the training 
and at the meets that good character 
and good habits count In his favor. He 
learns that a boy who does not take 
good care of himself and weakens him- 
self, by smoking, for instance, has a 
poor chance of winning. There is a 
strong incentive for him to put aside the 
things that militate against his success 
as an athlete.” 

Addresses to Be Published. 

As soon as Dr. Stewart has completed 
ithe organization of his staff, the names 
and addresses of the members will be 
published and all the boys who have 
qualified for the finals will be expected to 
go to one or another of them and be ex- 
amined. 

As the correct weight rule will be 
strictly enforced at the finals, boys 
would do well to have -themselves 
weighed and if anyone finds that he is 
too heavy for the event in which he 
qualified at the preliminary school meet 
he can have himself transferred to oth- 
er events to which his present weight 
conforms or can perhaps train down 
enough to stay in the events he quall- 
fied for at the preliminary. 

Any boy who finds himself too heavy 
for the events in which he qualified will 
be transferred to other events if he ap- 
plies to the Secretary of the Public 
School Athletic League at the Post-Dis- 
patch office in person or by’ telephone, 
but such application must be made with- 
out delay, before the programs and 
score cards are printed.

STEP DAUGHTER 
KILS HIMSELF 


Mrs. Anna Shavera and Miss 
Ethel Hill Believed Dying in 
Collinsville, 111. 


TWO OTHER GIRLS HIDE 


Coal Miner Is Believed to Have 
Been Crazed by 
Drink. | 


In the Harrison Hospital at Collins- 
ville, Ill, Mrs. Anna Shavera, % years 
old, and her daughter, Miss Ethel Hill, 
20, lay at the point of death Friday from 
gunshot wounds inflicted at ll p. m. 
Thursday by Mrs. Shavera’s husband, 
Andrew Shavera, also 8, who then shot 
and killed himself. 

After firing four shots, which laid 
both women low, Shavera left the house 
but returned a few minutes later and 
fired four more shots into their prostrate 
bodies. 

Six bullets entered Mrs. Shavera's 


body, three taking effect in the left arm, 
two in the right shoulder and one ig, the 
abdomen. Miss Hill, who is a stenog- 
rapher for a commission firm at Nation- 
al Stock Yards, East St. Louis, is shot 
in the neck and through the left side 
of th. chest, just under the heart. 
Operations to remove the bullets were 
performed on Mrs, Shavera between 
midnight and 2 a, m., but at 9 o’clock 
she was still unconscious. Miss Hill, al- 
though conscious, was unable to talk. 
Physicians in charge say the condition 
of the women is most critical. 

Girls Hide in Aliey. 
The shooting took place at the Shavera 
home, 829 North Aurora street, Collins- 
ville. Shavera, who was a coal miner, is 
believed to have been crazed by drink. 
Another of his stepdaughterg, Miss 
( ace Hill, 16 years old, was the only 
member of the family not in bed when 
he came home. He quarreled with her 
for sitting up so late. Then he picked 
up a lamp and went to his wife’s bed- 
room, While the girl went to the room 
where her sisters, Ethel and Eliza, who 
is 12 years old, were sleeping. 
A few minutes later the girls heard 
shots. When they ran to their mother’s 
bedroom, Shavera turned the revolver 
on them and began firing. Ethel fell. 
Grace, whom Shavera hj} | seized, wrest- 
ed herself loose and ran out of the house 
with Eliza. 

Slayer Crazed by Drink. 
Climbing over a fence, they hid in an 
alley, just ag Shavera came out to look 
for them. Wailing to find any trace of 
them, he wafked out the front gate 
and away from the house. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Clayton, who 
live next door to the Shaveras, ran to 
their back. porch on hearing the shots 
and saw the girls cowering in the alley. 
They took them into their home, and 
Clayton, in his night clothes, went tv 
the Shavera house. He found that Mrs. 
Shavera and Miss Hill had crept from 
the bedroom te the front porch, where 
they lay unable to move. 

Clayton carried them back to the bed 
and ran home to dress. While he was 
gone Shavera returned and fired four 
more shots at the women. Then he 
walked to the sidewalk in front of the 
house and sent a bullet into his fore- 
head. 

Drs. J. M. Sims and Siegel were 
called. They had the injured women 
sent immediately to the hospital. Sha- 
vera’s body was taken to the Schroeppel 
morgue. 

Shavera used a 5-chamber 32-caliber 
revolver, which he had to reload. He 
was married to Mrs, Hill 10 years ago 
and they had resided in Collinsville 
about seven years. Miss Ethel Hill was 
graduated last year from the Collinsville 
High School.

ANCIENT RELICS IN 
BRISTOL, TENNESSEE 


BRISTOL, Tenn., Jun¢ .c.—A rare relic 
of antiquity posstesed by Mrs. J. H. 
Caruthers of Lawrenceburg, Tenn., is @ 
German Catholic prayer book which was 
printed in 1647 with the approval of 
Pope Urban VIII. The lids are of wood 
and this accounts for the excellent state 
of preservation of the book at this late 
dsy. Although many of the pages are 
worn, most of the type is still distinct 
and clear.

Witness Admits That Thousands 
of Dollars Were Paid Out 
to Settle Claims. 





HYSTERICAL IN COURT 


Attorneys Jerome, Shearn and 
Hartridge Try to Fight at 
Sanity Hearing. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WHITH PLAINS, N. Y., June 21— 
Mrs. Susan Merrill, who testified in the 
Thaw hearing, furnished the rarest ex- 
hibition of hysterics to be seen in a 
year’s journey. But her antics were 
scarcely more sensationa] than her tes- 
timony. 

Then to make it understood that even 
Mrs. Merrill might not with impunjty 
grab off all the red fire, former Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome and Clarence 
Shearn tried to have a fight, and Law- 
yer Clifford Hartridge, who once rep- 
resented Thaw, tried to lick Shearn for 
saying he was a “scoundrel.” 

On top of all this Jerome waved a let- 
ter he aid incriminated Charles 
Morschauser, who is associated with 
Lawyer Shearn, and the storm broke out 
afresh. It was only by the exercise of 
great diplomacy that the cool] and level 
headed Judge quieted the warriors, and 
sent them away in a semi-amicable 
frame of mind. 

Evelyn Nesbit Thaw is still on the 
witness stand. Thus far she has told 
little that she had not previously re- 
lated in court. 

Mrs. Merrill was an unwilling wit- 
ness. She had been kidnaped virtually 
and brought to court. 

She had kept two houses tn which 
Thaw had rented rooms, she had made 
a memoranda of events in these places 
and she had identified a whip she had 
sworn Thaw had used on a woman, 
she said. 

Mrs. Merrill sobbed as she took the 
stand. Shearn shouted the perjury 
charge that had once been made against 
her, 

Asks For Protection. 

Jerome heatedly appealed to the Court 
to protect the woman, saying that when 
the circumstances were explained she 
would not be blamed. “I want to go, I 
want to go,’ screamed Mrs. Merril] in 
another torrent of tears. “This will 
ruin me; ruin my sister; it is awful. I 
just can’t go through it.’’ 

“I will protect you, Mrs. Merrill,’ 
said the Justice, calmly. “‘but you must 
answer the questions properly put to 
you. I am sorry, but the law says you 
must.” 

While the Justice was quieting the wit- 
ness Jerome took occasion to bait 
Shearn. He remarked that Mrs. Merrill 
was not the first witness Thaw had tried 
to spirit away—‘“‘or his counsel either.” 

At the word “counsel” Shearn leaped 
to his feet, bristling with anger. He 
shook his fist at the prosecutor, de- 
clared he was making more cowardly at- 
tacks and that he would be called to 
sccount for them shortly. He hurled 
words at his opponent in such ava- 
lanches the official stenographer laid 
down his pencil and gave up in de- 
spair. 

When Mrs. Merrill had been quieted 
and Shearn had sunk, glaring, into his 
seat, Jerome continued the examina- 
tion. Mrs. Merrill answered his ques- 
tions in whispers and invariably took 
refuge behind the statement that she 
“eguldn’t just remember.” Jerome

Weeps on &tand, 


A good deal of the time she wept, but 
an incident later in the day showed she 
was by no means lacking in spirit or 
lung power. 

Then she retold the known story of 
Thaw’s whipping of naked girls—fully 
20, she swore, some 15 years old and 
some older—who visited his place in 
answer to advertisements for girls to 
She was asked how 
much money, in all, Thaw had given 
her to settle claims that those girls 
made. She didn’t know, but admitted 
that the sum ran into the thousands. 

‘Isn’t it true,” suddenly demanded 
the prosecutor, “that you patd one girl 
$7000 in $1000 bills?’’ 

The witness wept and hedged, but the 
prosecutor finally pinned her down to 
admitting the fact. 

“Where did the money come from and 
when?” he asked. 

“From Mr. Hartridge (Thaw’s lawyer 
at that time), after Mr. Thaw was ar- 
rested,”” answered the witness in so low 
a voice that the stenographer was 
forced to have her repeat it. 


Wrote Letter to Thaw. 

Shearn produced a letter Mrs. Merrill 
wrote to Thaw on Jan. 12 last, which 
said in part: 

“Don't give interview to newspapers, 
because they are no good. Make up 
your mind to be smart this time, be- 
cause a man who has millions is work- 
ing against you and pays Dr. Flint to 
write articles for the papers. This man 
wants to keep you up there. The rea- 
son is that he was a friend of White.” 

“Who was the man who wanted to 
keep Thaw in Matteawan—this million- 
aire who, you say, hired Dr. Flint to 
write yr the newspapers?” 

Aft@r repeatedly refusing to answer, 
the witness finally said the name of the 
man was “Col. Clay.” 

Shearn returned to the attack along 
different lines, making the witness ad- 
‘mit she had known Stanford White and 
that he had given supper parties in her 
rooms. To these he invited young wom- 
en. Who they were she didn't know. 

‘“Yen't it a fact that White made you 
a standing offer of $500 for every young 


jj girl you would bring to him?” he asked.

#‘In the interests of harmony, I sug- 
an to the subcommittee of the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee the advisi- 
bility of recommending as temporary 
chairman some progressive acceptable 
to the leading progressive candidates for 
the presidential nomination.

* convention overwhelmingly progressive 
by naming a reactionary to sound the 
keynote of the campaign. 

Identified With Reactionnries. |

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Told In Letters of Woman Artist Who Painted It 
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Intimate of Mrs. Samantha 
L. Huntley Makes Public 
Correspondence From Jef- 
ferson City Mansion That 
Tells of Artist’s Woes. 





The inside story of the suit just filed 
ir. Chicago by Mrs. Samantha L. Hunt- 
ley, a noted artist, against United 
States District Attorney Houts of St. 
Louis, to collect $1500 for Gov. Had- 
ley’s° portrait, which Mrs. Huntley 
painted for a committee of Missouri 
Republicans, is revealed in_ letters 


written by the artist to a St. Louis 
woman friend while in Jefferson City 
from the latter part of June until early 
in September, 1911. 

The artist’s friend was closely 
nected with the admiring committee, 
who thought it would be very fine to 
hang a portrait of Gov. Hadley among 
those of other famous men in the ex- 
ecutive mansion. Houts had the bad 
luck to be chairman of the committee 
which refused, in the end, to accept the 
portrait, on the ground that it looked 
no more like the Governor than like 
several other persons, Senator Lae Fol- 
lette included. 

The filing of the suit at that psycho- 
logical moment when Hadley was the 
hero of the Republican national con- 
vention, where he was Roosevelt's floor 
leader and himself being mentioned for 
the nation’s highest honor, gives added 
interest to the letters, now made public 
for the first time. They show that. the 
portrait annoyed both artist and sub- 
ject. 

Is Not Interested. 

Gov. Hadley, when seen in Chicago, 
waved the whole matter aside. Mrs. 
Funtley’s letters, however, recite an 
slmost endless lot of irritations from 
the artist's standpoint. They show, for 
one thing, that Missouri's strenuous Gov- 
ernor was at least out of sympathy with 
the sensitive artistic temperament. 

He was too busy, the artist wrote. to 
pose. For a stretch of two weeks at 
one time and 10 days at another, he re- 
fused to sit for the artist at all, accord- 
ing to her letters. On other occasions he 
would pose a few minutes and suddenly 
rush out. 

The cares of state occupied him to 
such an extent, the letters relate, that 
he insisted on dictating to a stenog- 
rapher while the artist was at work, not 
realizing that his countenance under the 
stress’ of business might look wholly 
different from his face in repose. 

He chewed gum, Mrs. Huntley wrote, 
making it difficult for her to get a like- 
ness. He smoked cigars, which process 
not only distorted his features but made 
him hard to see distinctly. 

Insisted on a Roosevelt Tie. 
He insisted that Mrs. Huntley paint 
him as wearing a blue tie with white 
polkadots, because a similar burst of 
color enlivened a recent, portrait of Col. 
Roosevelt. This combination wrenched 
the artist’s soul. A tie of solid blue was 
her compromise. The Governor, she told 
in her letters, gave in but insisted, like 
the rustic when he saw a giraffe for the 
first time, that there never was such a 
thing as a blue tie without polka dots. 
Mrs. Huntley, whose home is in Al- 
bany, N. Y., has a wide reputation as 
an artist. She was a pupil of M. Jules 
Lefebvre, who gave her a letter of cer- 
tificate. Only one of this master’s thou- 
sands of other pupils ever was so hon- 
ored by him, Mrs. Huntley’s friend says. 
Mrs. Huntley also studied with Eugene 
Grasset at Paris. Her copies of Velas- 
quez are unequaled, according to Senor 
D. Jose Villegras, director of the Roval 
Spanish Museum of Pardo at Madrid. 
Mrs. Huntley has painted satisfactory 
portraits of many noted Americans, 
among them being Archbishop Glennon, 
Col. William F. Vilas, Julius S. Walsh, 
Hon. Martin H. Glynn, Mrs. Joseph G. 
Miller, Mrs. William McBride, Mrs Mar- 
tin H. Glynn and,Gov. Frank P. Hig- 
gins of New York. 
Notwithstanding all these qualifica- 
tions and achievements, she was unable 
to sufficiently impress his admirers, who 
enntributed a total of only $900 for t*~- 
portrait, as these extracts from her let- 
ters will show. 

Begins With a Protest. 

Here are extracts from the letters 
that reveal the interesting situation at 
Jefferson City during the hot July and 
August months. This was the first one: 

“The Governor said that he had been 

waited on by a committee from S8t. 
Louis that informed him such a fund 
had been raised and that I had been 
selected to do the work. That while my 
work was pretty and artistic, I could not 
paint character—that it was just pretty 
—not strong, and that another commit- 
tee had come as representatives of the 
St. Louis Artists’ Guild, to protest 
against having me do it and asking to 
have Waldeck paint the portrait. 
“The Governor went on to explain 
that he did not want just a pretty pic- 
ture—that he wanted a portrait that 
would represent him, etc., etc. In fact, 
he went all around, showing me the 
collection of GoYernors’ portraits in 
the mansion and telling me the good and 
bad points in them and trying to im- 
press me with some idea as to what 
qualities a portrait should possess. (I 
am always very grateful for ideas and 
for instruction regarding my profession.) 
The Governors remarks showed that 
they had said a great deal about my 
‘confectionery-looking portraits,” and 
then asked me to explain things. 

“I gaid that, when it became known 
that this fund had been raised that 
these friends of other painters had 
raised the protest, that they had gone

Not Active Guild Members. 

Friends of Mrs. Huntley say it was 
learned later that the claims of the so- 
called committee were false. One of 
them was not a member of the guild 
and the others were only associate mem- 
bers who had not been asked by the 
guild to undertake any such mission, it 
is asserted. 

Mrs. Huntley's second letter tells how 
she started the portrait which 
caused so much contention: 

) “Commenced the portrait this morn- 
ng. 


“First came ipe stenographer, who 
said she was to take dictation during 
the pose. When the Governor came in, 
he picked up a pile of letters and com- 
menced dictating as though they were 
the only ones in the room. Oh, I forgot 
to say that when she came in I told 
her where to sit just then, saying that 
I could not tell just where to place 
her until I posed the Governor, and said 
that I was not sure that he would be 
able to give her dictation during the 
pose, but she declared that he could do 
it without paying any attentjon to her. 

Governor Assames Charge. 

“Well! when he came in, he said: 
‘Miss Lea, please sit here,’ pointing to 
a seat near where he was Standing. J 
remarked that I thought she had better 
stay where she was unti: I had placed 
him. He demanded why, and I ex- 
plained—but it did not Satisfy him—he 
declared that her being there would 
make no difference, so over she went, 
and he commenced his morning’s work. 
l remarked that I had better study them 
for awhile before commencing, so I 
never even picked up my palette. 

“I just studied his poses and expres- 
sion for about 10 minutes—then I asked 
him if it was absolutely necessary for 
him to have the stenographer with him 
all the time. He said no, but he didn’t 
see why he shouldn’t have her. (Mrs. 
Hadley and the children were sitting in 
the room.) I told him that his entire 
manner and expression changed when 
he was thinking about his business af- 
fairs and I didn’t think that it was the 
kind of a look that his friends wanted. 
He thought it was—I said that there 
was a difference between big affairs of 
importance and the petty routine of 
business and that I should not be able 
to paint him under those conditions. I 
said, ‘Give me one-half hour if you can- 
not spare more—but while you are pos- 
ing, the portrait must be the important 
thing.’ 

Mrs. Hadley Sides With Painter. 

“Mrs, Hadley spoke up and Said that 
she could see just what I meant—that he 
was not at his best then—that the dif- 
ference was plain to be seen—that even 
the children could notice it. So, out 
went the stenographer and I commenc ed 
my work. But he referred to it again 
and said he could see no reason for 
Nt aa is 

“The Governor came around al] right 
before I got through. I have never 
laid in better brush work than I put in 
this morning. 

“Mrs. H. went out during the contro- 
versy and later when she came in the 
Governor had gone. She said: ‘Are all 
of the men like that?’ I saia: ‘No, Mrs. 
Hadley, but I am finding it interesting.’ 
She says she knows already that she is 
going to like the portrait. 

The story had about the same tenor 
in the next letter, in which the artist 
wrote: 


“I wrote you what a splendid start I 
had Friday. Well, on Saturday the 
Governor walked in with a newspaper 

and proceeded to read—opening the pa- 
per wide, and covering his head and 
shoulders so that I could not even see 
them—in a short time he lookea up and 
seeing that I was not painting, wanted 
to know what the trouble was. I said 
that I could not even see him on ac- 
count of the paper and so, not being 

an X-ray, I could not paint.

half or three-quarters of an hour he 
asked to be excused, and, on looking at 
the canvas, Was so surprised to find the 
head just as it was at the end of the 
first pose. I told him that his posing 
had not been such that I could even 
put one stroke on it. 

“Of course he could not understand 
why, and I said: ‘When you are talk- 
ing with someone else, without paying 
any attention to me (he made no pre- 
tense at keeping the pose) I cannot con- 
trol the situation and that is what I 
must do when I am painting. He said 
that was what he liked to do—control 
situations—and I replied that that was 
my part when painting a portrait—that 
during the time of his pose I must be 
Governor. It was an awful thing to 
say—but I do not believe that the work 
of the Governor of Missouri is one bit 
more strenuous than that of the Gov- 
ernor of New York, and he had time 
enough to pose well—even with the 
State Legislature in a deadlock. 

‘When Mrs. Hadley came in she said 
that she was so disappointed—that that 
was just as he did things while posing 
for Watson. I told her that I did not 
paint portraits in that way and that the 
Governor would have to decide whether 
he did or did not have time to give to it, 
for I should not try many-times more 
like that, before I should return to St. 
Louis and report to the committee that 
the Governor did not have time to spare 
for the portrait. 

Wife's Talk Has Effect. 

“She said, ‘Why didn’t you just put 
your brushes down as you did yesterday 
and refuse to paint until he posed for 
you.’ She said that she was going to 
give him a good talking to—result—he 
poses vetter—but only gives me one-half 
hour—or less per day, and I am living 
in this blazing furnace of summer heat 
for that one-half hour. Of course I can 
do it~only it will take me very much 
longer—so far it is in good condition. 

‘‘This morning he walked in again with 
the paper, so I said ‘I am in no hurry 
Governor, so I will wait until you have 
finished reading before I begin painting’ 
—so he only read two or three moments. 

“Yesterday he said—‘May I make a 
suggestion?’ Yes.’ “Then I propose that 
you change the position of that hand 
and close it up, to give me more acticp.’ 
Then I said—‘May I make a suggestion?’ 





‘Yes.’ “Then I propose to leave that 
hand just as it is, as the action is going 
into the other.’

—and she told me that she did not 
know much about art—but she iid 
know that he ought not to be painted 
with that spotted tle. And I replied 
that he was not going to be painted 
with it. She’ said that the whole 
secret about his wanting it, was on 
account of Roosevelt—but I repeated 
that it was not a sufficiently strong 
reason for doing a thing that ought 
not be done. 
Roosevelt Was Different. 

“That day—yesterday—the Lieuten-* 
ant Governor came in and he had to 
hear about it from the Governor, so I 
thought it time to taugh a little, 
and said: ‘Why, Governor Hadley! 
I thought things of that nature were 
always left for women to talk about.’ 
Ani then he referred again to his 
Chief, and I said: ‘Oh! that ifs an 
entirely different affair. Why you 
could paint amything, no matter what, 
around Roosevelt's neck, even an ele- 
phant, and it could not take anything 
from his face.” The Goverpor said 
he thought that a pretty hard one.

In a number of states during the 
last six years, contests for the great office of 
Governor between men committed to the same 
political principles and, as disinterested obser- 
vation could determine, of equal personal worth- 
iness have been rendered disgraceful by malice 
and acerbity. , Now that the direct primary has 
been introduced by a dozen states into the presi- 
dential nominating machinery, it is significant 
that it is followed by the same undignified in- 
novations as in the lesser districts. The Roose- 
velt-Taft feud has not.been responsible for all 
the vituperation, as Mr. La Follette’s epithets 
imputing delinquency little short of total de- 
pravity show. Against one Democratic candidate 
fellow Democrats have carried on a campaign of 
almost unbelievable pettiness, 

The direct primary has come to stay. But 
does its prevalence mean continued atrocities 
hardly known even in the crude, impetuous early 
days of the republic?

The one conspicuous achievement at Chicago 
ix the defeat of the third-term candidacy by the 
regular Republican convention. The solidarity 
of the anti-Roosevelt forces marshaled by. the 
Republican National Committee is evident. 

President Taft may not be nominated, on ac- 
count of the prevalent belief that he cannot be 
elected, but it is clear that a majority of the en- 
rolled delegates, in a choice for the party between 
defeat with Taft or ultimate ruin with Roosevelt, 
prefer the former. 

The bluff in the Roosevelt threat to bolt is 
manifest. In his own statement it is hedged 
about with a multitude of ifs. In magnitude and 
dignity the bolting movement is blocked by the 
refusal of Roosevelt leaders who have substantial 
party standing and strength to go out. A few 
enthusiasts without political capital to sacrifice 
are rallying to the banner of a third party. 

But the Colonel’s bluff undoubtedly frightens 


the regular majority. There is a strong Roose-|: 


velt following throughout the country who will 
bitterly resent his defeat by what they will regard 
as foul means. The effect of this fight on the ac- 
tion of the majority is yet to be measured. 

The third-party threat should have a salutary 
effect on the Democratic party. The Colonel’s 
third-party contingency may become an actuality 
if the Democrats nominate a weak candidate who 
cannot gain the support of intelligent, independent 
voters in both the great parties. 

Every move in the battle at Chicago points to 
Gov.

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SHORT-SIGHTED RAILROAD POLIOY. 

Obstruction by the Rock Island railroad to 
plans for the joint depression of its tracks and 
those of the Wabash, north of Forest Park, 
would be the worst possible railroad policy. : As 
President Reber correctly says, railroad obstruc- 
tion to plans in which concession is made to the 
roads on consequential damages would force the 
city to withdraw all concessions and attempt by 
law to compel the railroads to abolish grade 
crossings wholly at their own cost. 

The only purpose of concessions by the city 
is to obtain immediate action. .That is the justi- 
fication for it. If this purpose is thwarted by 
petty objections and delays the policy is unten- 
able, 

Hitherto the objection urged against ordi- 
nances providing for crossing separations has 
been the burden of consequential damages. It 
has been indicated that if the city assumed these 
damages the railroads would co-operate in car- 
rying out plans satisfactory to both parties. 

The abolition of grade crossings is beneficial 
to the railroads as well as to the city. It will 
save the railroads money. The work will have 
to be done some time with or without conces- 
sion and advantageous agreement. 

Railroad managers whe cannot see the ad- 
vantage of joining with the city in an amicable 
arrangement are exceedingly short-sighted. They 
will lose in the énd. 
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If Col. Roosevelt does not get some sort of nom- 
ination, somehow, somewhere, at Chicago, he 
will be about the cheapest spectacle American 
politics has ever produced. 
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GOV. HADLEY’S OFFENS2. 
Circumstances attending the downfall of Res. H. 


S. Hadley are peculiarly melancholy. He had the 
bad taste to make himself very popular in the 
convention. He was the subject of a 45-minute 
demonstration before even the name of the 
Colonel had been cheered for even five minutes. 
He began to be spoken of for the one place for 
which it were impious to speak of anybody but 
the Colonel. He made the quality of his offending 
unforgivable by declaring crisply that he would 
not belt. 

He becomes a “traitor” and all the other things 
that the habitual and {incorrigible criminals -of 
the Taft outfit are, and something more, He is 
a “weakling.”
